PRESIDENT HARDINa ON WA0B8. 



Mr. Gompc-rs, in his annual address the other day in Cincinnati, 
bristled a good deal. He condenmed the Supreme Court and the 
President on the assumption that labor is being attacked from these 

high (luarii'rs. IK- w.inu d !iis hi itrcrs that there is a conspiracy on 
foot among the powerful "prdatory"" interests to destroy the vol- 
untary organizations of workers, and to force workingmen back into 
a form of slavery, driving down wages and breaking the uniuu> i- . i 
the wheel of capitalistic greed. 

That there is 'war" on between capital and labor no one doubts. 
The coal strike now going on. and the threatened rail strike, indicate 
that industrial peace is not yet in sight. That both sides are more or 
less blaraworthy cannot be doubted, either. The report of the Kx- 
eeutive Committee of the federation niado pulilie a tew .lay> aiici is 
proof that there is bitterness and hostitlity enough to keep the feud 
going indefinitely. 

As the Xcw York World says. Mr. Gorapers made the preat mis- 
take of adopting the uncompromising policy of holding on to evr.\ - 
thing that labor gained during the war emergency, insisting that no 
matter what ntlicr adjustments wri-e neccssiiry, no matter what in- 
dustr.v and aj,'riLuitiire lost liy the process of liquidation, union labor 
must refuse to permit wHges to be reduced, even though the cost oi 
living fell far below the peak prices of the war and post-war period. 

This position was, of course, an imppossible one. Wages, under 
the operation of economic laws, had to iri\ e way as the adjustments 
were made to peace conditions; and while wages, in view of the de- 
crease in commodit.\- prices, have suffered comparatively little, labor, 
badly led by Mr. ( inuiin rs. has accepted every cut made necessary, in 
order that industry might go at all. sullenly and with the feeling that 
the whole world is against the man who toils with his hands. 

This is a gross misconception. The President, in speaking at 
Trenton the other day, used the following wise words 

"During the war capital got used to unusual profits and lai.ni 
liecanie acquainted with umisnal wajres. which both have been reluc- 
tant to relinquish. There must be a readjustment— but it must be a 
fair readjustment. 

"We must say to capital that makes must not go back to where 
they were before the war. Yet you cannot have emplo>Tnpnt with- 
out reasonable profit for capital." 

This is all that any man can reasonably ask or expect. Both sides 
must relintiuish what does not belong to them. Both must be fair. 
Readjustment cannot take place without a spirit of pood will and co- 
operation unless we are to look fonvard to the widening of the breach 
between the employer and the employee. Profitering on both sides 
must cease. Prices and wages must come down. KfHciency must b( 
merea.sed and production ipii' k. ii. d. and men must go to work to- 
gether for the common gin 't 



AHEBZOAM PBE8S WAITTED. 



Sir Ernest Benu, of London, who evidently ought to have liip 
Van Winkle as part of his name, arises with the remark that the 
world needs an international commercial newspaper. Here in .\miT- 
ica, where we have several decidedly international commercial jour- 
nals, we cannot but wonder where Ernest has been sleeping for 
the last few years. 

AVhen one studies the specifications set forth by the Londoner, 
it is ea.s.v to see that the requirements have already been met in every 
important particular. Says he, the paper most be printed in English 
and edited by an Englishman. Now so far as we are able to ob8er\-e, 
the international commercial new.spaper3 printed in the United States 
are edited either by Englishmen or by men who are under the influ 
enoe if not the direction of Englii^eiL If the London Board of 
Trade or tiie British prime ministed had immediate control of some 
of our j)ronjinent commercial journals, they could scarcely be edited 
with greater regard for the British viewpoint. If that were all that 
Sir Ernest Benn desired, he has his wanta fulfilled already. 

But he also says that "Newspapers hitherto have never succeed- 
ed in divesting tliemselves of a definite national character and 
bias." Therein he is largely wrong, though perhaps not wholly. 
Some of our commercial papers printed in the United States have suc- 
ceeded in divesting themselves of all American character and of all 
bias in favor of America, but there is much evidence of a bias in favor 
of the nations that have the goods to ship to na or that want debts 
cancelled or loans advanced. 

There is nothing surprising in the announcement that "Sir 
Ernest Benn believes English journalists are beat suited to fill the 
role of umpire." The action of British propagandists in the past 
year or so, not to go any farther back, indicates that his view is quite 
general in England. We have not only British journalists over here 
telling us what we should do, but have had various public and private 
subjects of the British Crown filling the columns of American news- 
papers with advice to .\mericans. 

Having thus presented the opinions of Sir Ernest as to the needs 
of an international press and the importanee of British editing and 
British umpiiing, we rispeet fully suggest to him that nine out of ten 
of the citizens of the l.'nited States want here a preHs that retains the 
"definite national character" which he deplores. Wc want an Amer- 
ican press with a bias in favor of "America First." We want edi 
torial pages written by men who have no h.vphens in their patriotism. 
Tf there is any umpiring Ut be done in the piibllHhing of newMpnpcrN 
in America, we wjiut it dona by men who sra davoted to the welfnr)- 
of tbia, the moat unaalfiah nation on tba faaa of the globe. It is our 
fHMatba.t Amariean nawapapara wkoaa firxt thoughi iN for the wei 
IBM of Bnropa ara not aa popnlar aa tbay were when inlemationaiiam 
waa at ita sanith.

Frankfort, Ky., June 28.— Appeal to 
the courts on the ffeets is the udy al- 
tematlTe of counties that declne to 
ouaplj with orders of the State Tax 
Coainlaaion to hring their assess- 
ments up to totals fixed hr the com- 
mission. 

The Court of Appeals today, in an 

opinion by Judge Sampson in the case 
of Fayette county apalnst the State 
Tax Commission, held that the coin- 
mission may not reassess the county, 
but the County Board of Supervisors 
must obey the commission's orders 
unless the Fiscal Court appeals. This 
was not done by Fayette county in 
time, and the Board of Supervisors 
must raise farm lands $600,000. town 
lots $3,000,000 and tangible personal 
property 16.400.000. The State Tax 
Commission may by manadamua com- 
pel the board to act, or, it it is not in 
session, may by the same proeess com- 
pel the County Judge to reconvene the 
board.

— Admintstra- 
tion ofliclals tonight were awaiting 
with obvious Impatience further ad- 
vices from Charge d' Affaires Summer- 
lln at Mexico Cty and Counsul Sbaw 
at Tunpico, concerning the fate of the 
forty American dtlseaa seised by Mex- 
ican bandits Sunday morning and held 
for ranson along with the Aguada 
Camp property of the Cortez Oil Com- 
pany. 

The original dispatch of Consul 
Shaw was filed more than forty-eight 
hoiir-j ago, and not a word has been 
hciird i"roin him since. The forty-eii;hl- 
hour lime limit witliin which Goropube 
the bandit leader, demande<l payment 
of 16,000 pesos ransom, expired yester- 
day morning. 

So far as Washington is officially 
advised, the forty men may have been 
massacred and the property destroyed.
